At a recent meeting of the London An- 
thropological society, men of scientific as- 
pirations gravely announced that, in their 
opinion, the white race in America is de- 
generating, and will probably become ex- 
tinct.

Probably the richest woman in the United 
States is Miss Hester Robinson, a young 
and beautiful girl, lately of New Bedford, 
but now a resident of New York city. Her 
father died recently, lea vine her one million 
outright, and the income during her life of 
about four millions more. 

A leading Western merchant, addicted 
to old Bourbon, was wont to shut himself 
up in a room over his store, "to sleep it off." 
On one of these occasions he gave his part- 
ner special orders not to allow any one to 
go into his room; "but," said he, hesitating, 
"if my wife comes down, you may let her 
in — she's a particular friend of mine.'" 

Another meeting of the German lager 
beer retailers of New York was held on 
Tuesday, at which it was announced that 
their arrangements for starting a brewery 
of their own, on a capital of thirty thousand 
dollars, in live hundred dollar shares, have 
been completed, and that the money has 
been procurt d. 

The Roman Catholic society for the prop- 
agation of the faith received, in 1864, about 
a million dollars for that purpose, of which 
two-thirds came from France, and mo e 
than half the whole amount is expended in 
the United States. 

The National Congress of the Argentine 
Republic has ordered the employes of the 
tjoverumeut to wear mourning for three 
days in honor of Mr. Lincoln, and the Leg- 
islature of Buenos Ayres had concluded to 
call the next town to be founded Liucoln. 

The Washington Republican says: — 
'Last evening General Jubal Eirly was 
seen on Pennsylvania Avenue, boasting 
that he would never get down so low as to 
ask Johnson's pardon, 'that what little 
property he had in this couutry the Presi- 
dent might take, and go to hell with it; and 
that he had enough in Europe, beyond 
Johhsou's reach to support him in ease.' " 

Two young men were lately arrested at 
Rock Island, 111., for passing'a $20 green- 
back. They were released on the ground 
that the greenback was not a bank note, 
but money itself, just so much so as gold 
and silver coin, having been made so by 
act of Congress, and that, if they were to be 
prosecuted at all, they must be prosecuted 
before a United States Commissioner. 

In order to secure to the city of Worces- 
ter, Massachusetts, a munificent gift of one 
hundred thousand dollars to found a school 
of Industrial Science, the inhabitants had 
to subscribe fifty thousand dollars. Of this 
latter sum twelve thousand dollars was 
given by one citizen aud ten thousand dol- 
lars by another. There were also twelve 
subscriptions of one thousand dollars each. 
This affords a praiseworthy example for 
other cities. 

The Capitol at Washington is approach- 
ing completion. The work on the exten- 
sion of the library of Congress is progress- 
ing vigorously. The eastern portico of the 
south wing of the Capitol extension is 
nearly finished, and the work upon the 
north portico of the north wing is to be 
commenced within a few days, and is ex- 
acted to be completed before the assem- 
bling of Congress. The work upon the 
dome is gradually drawing to a dose, and 
the preparations lor lighting it with elect n 
city are iu a very forward state. 

We count among our valued exchanges 
the Boscobel Broadaxe, published in Wis- 
consin, which appears to have had MM 
difficulty in the choice of a motto, and 
heads its columns thus: "Our Platform the 
'Star-Spangled Banner,' devoted to the dis- 
semination of Union principles— our coun- 
try, first, last, now and for ver — banish po- 
litical corruption and bury the war-club of 
party. The Union of lakes, the Union of 
lands, the Union of States none can sever. 
The Union at hearts, the Union of bauds, 
the flag of our Union forever." 

Dry Goods. 

A better feeling has obtained in the mar- 
ket, and prices are again firmer. The de- 
mand has increased for goods. Cotton 
prints are very active at steady high prices. 
The stock is light in first hands, and re- 
ceipts are readily taken up. Bleached shirt- 
ings and sheetings of standard makes are 
active and firm, and sell to arrive. The 
lower grades are dull and heavy. Brown 
goods are in moderate demand and prices 
are steady, though the supply is on the in- 
crease, brills are in light stock and in 
steady demand. Canton flHimels are firm 
and wanted. Stripes are in fair demand, 
a'.d prices unchanged. Ticks are quiet and 
steaJ". Delaines are very brisk of sale, 
and the bc<asonable styles are nearly closed 
out after a very heavy production. 
Prices are steady. The sales have been un- 
usually large. Shawls have commanded a 
large sale this week at regular and steady 
prices, which are teuding upward as the 
stock diminishes. 

In faucy cuasimeres all heavy goods of 
desirable style are quick of saleat full prices 
with some advance on the very best. 
Saline's are active. The finer kinds have 
advanced. Broadcloths have risen in price 
12>i to 20c a yard, ana are very active. The 
market for flannels is active and prices 
buoyant. Blanketa are iu active request. 
There is considerable movement in all im- 
ported goods of desirable kinds. The finer 
descriptions of dress goods are very active. 
Freuch delaines are much sought for. Me- 
rinos sell readily. The importations are 
getting large, and a well varied assortment 
is afforded to the trade of dress goods, but 
broadcloths, black doeskins, coatings, beav- 
ers, tricots ar? comparatively scarce, though 
much wanted, and command good prices. 
British dress goods continue more active, 
selling at full prices. Silks are scarce and 
high. Anything of inferior style or quali- 
ty is neglected, and is reserved for the auc- 
tion room. The desirable qualities are the 
best, and stocks do not accumulate of these, 
though freely imported at high cost.— [N. Y.

It is quite certain without this promiscu- 
ous and necessary mingling of the sexes, 
watering places could not be half so popu- 
lar. Much of the stiffness, staidness aud de- 
corum of homes is abandoned here. Young 
men and young women universally keep 
more of each others company. There is a 
certain amount of jostling and forced con- 
tiguity, which gives free scope to the amor- 
ous inclinations. Mothers relax the paren- 
tal discipline, and heavy fathers dip into 
sport and conversation which at home 
would be impossible. Scandal is so com- 
mon as to lose its sting. The average of 
morals is not lowered, the mask of hypocri- 
sy is simply removed for a while. A no- 
ticeable feature of Saratoga is the very 
large proportion of females. One is tempt- 
ed to ask whence they come, or what their 
errand. Marriage is uppermost in half 
their minds, no doubt. Portly dames with 
delicate and over-dressed daughters, fan, 
dress, drive, dance aud coo the live long 
day and night. I have seen a couple of hun- 
dred ot young men madly in love with half 
the number of young women, who for the 
most part cared nothing for their love ex- 
cept its concomitant attention. There are 
lots of young couples in all the bewildering 
excitement of love's young dream, who are 
so deliriously happy as strikes envy into 
the hearts of all beholders. These, however, 
are the rare exception. For the rest, they 
are mostly fortune hunting Misses of ad- 
vanced years; old bachelors whose accumu- 
lated disssipations, have made them seri- 
ous, selfish and carnal. Widows, maids and 
divorces are here in abundance. The re- 
dundance of women exhibits itself ;in a 
striking li?ht. 

WHO GOES TO SARATOGA? 
Who are the visitors at Saratoga ? Of all 
classes, except indeed the poorest, weaith is 
the only pass{x>rt and that is indispensable. 
For a hard-working, tenacious and thrifty 
people just out of a great war, none throw 
money about them with the same prodigal- 
ity. Kapidly gathered, hastily squandered. 
The ordinary expenses of a single person 
at Saratoga may be put down at from |4 to 
$6 per day; but the extraordinary have no 
limit. The addition of one lady induces an 
additional expenditure of fit) or f 12 per 
day. A family of six or eight traveling iu 
modern style with all the accessories of 
four-horse carriage, servants and equip- 
ments, may cost $200 to|300 per day. There 
are several such "establishments" of this 
character, besides any number between the 
extremes. Of course this estimate does not 
include the cost of dresses, diamonds, opera- 
cloaks, aud the thousand and one mysteries 
of these ravishing toilets, for their cost is 
fabulous aud may perchance serve for more 
than this occasion. 

WEALTH AND FASHION. 

It is indispensable that money shall be 
spent freely. It is a kind of poiut of honor 
and good breeding among a lot of money- 
getters and sharp business men, that how- 
ever they may stickle and higgle for the 
last cent in a bargain at home, they shall 
absolutely throw money away here. Al- 
ways get the most expensive article, and 
make no account of the filthy lucre. To 
tell the truth, while some of the costumes 
of the women are surpassingly brilliant, 
for the most part there Is a shocking and 
inexcusable waste of costly materials. 
Taste cannot be bought, but may be acquir- 
ed. For the dozen or twenty really taste- 
fully and becomingly dressed ladies prom- 
inent here there are a thousand vulgar, 
wretched and abortive attempts at neat- 
ness. The prevailing vice is a disposition 
to excess and showy ornamentation. Yet, 
philosophically speaking, the gastorial tri- 
umph is the greatest of all. Wh ttever else 
may be said of us we are the best dressed 
men and women uuder thesun, after all de- 
duction and allowances are made. There is 
a certain unapproachable and matchless 
skill in the art of producing illusory effects 
among our lair countrywomen quite be- 
witching. 

THE HEART MARKET. 

Our young women talk well, indeed they 
are prodigies of conversational power at au 
early age, but the development in this or in 
other directions is generally arrested. We 
have few brilliant talking women, but 
hosts of interesting misses. In the arts of 
address aud maneuver common to the 
managing mothers of the world, ours are 
deficient, for the reason probably that their 
daughters arrange their own affairs for 
themselves, or young men are not so wary. 
Y*»t there is at the hotel a wonderful 
amount of that finesse and strategy for the 
purpose of capturing some timid or plausi- 
ble gentleman of means. The girls are al- 
lowed to flirt with the young beaux on the 
promenade until the proper moment ar- 
rives, when they are warned into the par- 
lors by the clucking mauima, who has 
flanKed some baldheaded suitor, and is ar- 
ranging for a dinner en famille to-morrow.

These latter are most enjoyable and least 
objectionable of all the multiform recrea- 
tions, unless I except the prayer meetings 
which monopolize the other end of the day. 
These I must postpone for another letter as 
the preparations indicate a grand opening 
out of new dresses aud elaborate coiffures.

Letter from Alexandria, Egypt— The 
Cholera Kapidly Abating. 

Alexanpria, Eoypt, July 19, is,}.-,. 

The cholera is rapidly abating. The 
number of deaths reported yesterday was 
only 18 in Alexandria and 04 in Cairo. The 
maximum daily mortality has been 228 in 
Alexandria and 457 in Cairo. 

The whole number of deaths from 
cholera since the outbreak of the malady 
to the 18th inclusive, in Alexandria, has 
been 3.931, in the same time 1,309 deaths 
from other diseases have been reported; 
making a total of 5,300. The population of 
Alexandria is essimated at 175,000. 

In Cairo, from the outbreak of the mal- 
ady (eight days later than at Alexandria) 
to the 17th inclusive, the deaths from chol- 
era were 5,249; from other diseases, 2,300; 
total 7,549. The population of Cairo is es- 
timated at 400,000. 

The mortality has been relatively greater 
in some other places. In Damietta, a town 
of about forty thousand inhabitants, where 
the disease did not appear until more than 
a fortnight after it had declared itself in 
Alexandria, the daily mortality, after nine 
days, was as high as 172, a rate which, if it 
had continued, would haveswept the whole 
population of the town out of existence in 
eight months. This high rate, happily, con- 
tinued but four days, and in Damietta, as 
elsewhere there is a great amelioration. 

Very few cases have been reported at 
Suez, and the ravages of the disease have 
not extended south of Cairo. 

The north winds have continued, and the 
water in the Nile has begun to rise ; eight 
niches were gained between the 10th aud 
16th. The alarm is rapidly yieldiug to 
more . encouraging prospects. — [Boston 



The Execution of Dr. Pltchard. 

Eoinburoh, July 28, 1865.— At 10 minutes 
past 8 o'clock this morning the extreme 
senteuce of the law was executed, in the 
preseuce of about 80,000 persons, upon Dr. 
Pritchard, of Glasgow, lor the murder by 
poison of his wife and mother-in-law. The 
unhappy man retired to rest the night lie- 
fore Bhortly after 11 o'clock, slept soundly, 
indeed, more soundly than he had done 
since bis condemnation, till 5 o'clock, when 
he rose and dressed himself in the suit of 
mourning which he wore when apprehend- 
ed ou returning from couveying the body 
ot his wife to Edinburgh. He was visited 
by the junior chaplain at 6 o'clock, and 
with him engaged in devotional exercises 
till half-past 7 o'clock. He was then visited 
by the Rev. Dr. McLaod, the editor of Good 
Words, and the Rev. Mr. Oldham. The 
religious services conducted by these gen- 
tlemen were continued till 8 o'clock. Cal- 
craft was then admitted, and pinioned the 
convict. The procession was then formed, 
and made its way to the court hall, wheu 
Bailie Brown, the presiding magistrate, 
asked the prisoner whether he had anything 
to say. Dr. Pritcuard, in a firm and clear, 
but sepulchral tone of voice, said, "Simply 
to acknowledge the justice of my sentence.'' 
The processi n once more set out on its way 
to the gibbet, during which time Dr. Pritch- 
ard, his eyes turned upward, seemed to be 
asking aid from on High. He walked 
firmly and unassisted up the stairs to the 
scaffold on the drop. When everything had 
been adjusted the fatal bolt was drawn, and 
he was launched into eternity. He died 
uot easily. The body was cut down half 
an hour afterward. 



JOB^ WORK.

Abandon 
all taunts and censure for the past Ap- 
proach them with friendly magnanimity 
and fraternal greeting. Concede some- 
what to their prejudices and their sincerity, 
and pour the healing balm of cnarity and 
kindliness into the ghastly national rents 
torn by sectional hatred. All justminded 
will give a hearty amen to this, 
is no party, nor politicol theory op- 
to it. There is no blood-thirsty ven- 
inthe whole 
journals which have been

traitors during the period of their exalta- 
tion and prosperity, are now exhibiting 
their wonted pertinacity of purpose by 
reiterating these appeals for "conciliation " 
and assuming that a m .re or less powerful 
party in the North is preparing to establish 
a vengeful and unmitigated despotism over 
the rebel States.

The 
question of slavery is largely ignored in 
these pious appeals, or if alluded to is 
mentioned as something already settled 
and out of the way. And that being thus 
out of the way, we are asked why we should 
hesitate to enter at once into the bliss of 
perfect and loving Union. Now it is 
just this blissful stale Ihe North is seeking 
and because "perfect Union" is its aim and 
determined purpose, it hesitates, advances 
warily, aud watches with heed the manifes- 
tations of a people so lately in desperate re- 
volt, to see if there be any danger of the 
evil spirit resuming in any degree or shape 
iu former sway. We are told that the 
South cannot be expected to surrender in a 
moment its prejudices against negro free- 
dom, or its regrets at the overthrow of the 
Confederacy. Very well. Our proposition 
is that they remain awhile under gentle 
nation 1 tutelage and restraint till they 
have the requisite time for making the 
surrender. 

And as these prejudices and regrets are 
a continued and serious peril to the nation 
the South must not expect the loyal people 
of the country to remit their siege upou the 
same before they are surrendered.

Even the punlshmeut of certain promi- 
nent leaders, with only a temporary dis- 
franchisement, might readily be removed 
from the popular wish and purpose ot the 
loyal heart of the nation, if only the South 
would begin without delay, indirection or

The others protested. The bullies threat- 
ened.

Brownlow, proixiuiidiag cer- 
tain questioiiH to clerks of county court* 
and Hheriflfo, with a view to ascertaining 
whether or not the elective franchise act 
was fully complied with in conducting the 
recent election. Information ha* been re- 
ceived at the Male Department that inaome 
counties it whs erroneously construed, in 
others willtully evaded, and in some in- 
stances totally disregarded. 

The Governor invites all loyal citizens to 
communicate information relative to the 
question, and concludes by assuring the 
loyal citizens of the State that no array of 
numbers, however great, no clamor.no dis- 
franchised rebels, however loud, and no 
combination of apostate Union men, how- 
ever res|»ectable or talented, will prevent 
the execution of ssid law, according to its 
*iil>»rtance and spirit. 

The Press and Times also publishes a let- 
ter from Kx-PreMiilent Pierce to Jeff. Davis, 
dated January 6, I8tj0, iu which he says: 
Without discussing the right of abstract 
power to secede, 1 have never believed that 
the actual disruption of the Union can oc- 
cur without bloodshed, and it, through the 
madness of Northern abolitionism, this 
dire calamity must come, the fighting will 
not be along the Mason and Dixon line; it 
will be within our borders, in our streets, 
between the two cla»ses of citizens to whom 
I have referred. Those who defy law and 
xcout constitutional obligations will, if we 
ever reach the arbitrament of arms, tind oc- 
cupation euough at boru«\ 

New York, Aug. 12.— In the dry-goods 
market tne trade of t ie week has been 
moderately active and without any im- 
portant changes in the values.

Hawkins, ot North Carolina, under the 
amnesty proclamation.

Treatment of Freedmen in South Carolina. 

Washinuton. August 12.— Brigadier Gen. 
Van Wyck, commanding the military dis- 
trict of Western South Carolina, has issued 
a general order from Newbury, in that 
State, dated July 15, which was called out 
by the perpetration of continued violent 
abuse of the freedmen. The offenders in 
the more violent of these outrages are now 
in jail awaiting trial. The parties arrestetl 
claim that a clause in their contracts with 
the ill-treated blacks which permitted the 
application of the lush in certain cases, aud 
which had been introduced with the per- 
mission of the local cotnmandant, was re- 
garded by them as full permission to inflict 
such punishment upon their employees as 
lo them seemed proper. The commandant 
iu question is, by the terms of the above 
order, severely rebuked, and is to be sig- 
nally reprimanded for permitting a clause 
so repugnant to the priuciplee upon 
wuich the freedmen system is founded. 
The misguided and stubborn planters who 
are attempting to embarrass the successful 
application of the free labor system are 
warned in direct terms by the above order 
that their policy is short-sighted and self- 
injurious. The clause for the punishment 
of freedmen is rescinded from all contracts 
into which it has been inset ted.

The Time's Raleigh correspondent says 
a desire so nearly unanimous as to be called 
general is manifested everywhere to resume 
old time customs of before. A great deal 
of loyalty talked of here is actuated by 
this motive. The people are sick and tired 
of the privations entailed on them by 
blockade aud other concomitants of war, 
and will do anything to remove the obsta- 
cles now in their way of latent love of 
union, and the old flag which exhibited it- 
self in opposition to Davis' usurpation, by 
desertions, feeding federal prisoners, and 
a hundred ways dnring the war, is now un- 
trameled and shows itself in a manner sat- 
isfactory to any conservative observer. 
A great majority of tke inhabitants 
of the State entertain these sentiments, but 
no one can deny, if this factious clique of 
conquered but not subdued people, who are 
drones in our hive — they are of tbe Wade 
Hampton expiation style, and consider 
themselves high-toned gentry of the South, 
and talk about Yankee mudsills and coloni- 
zation societies — this class of men are al- 
most too insignificant in numbers to attract 
attention, and the great mistake made by 
some ot the leading men here is the impor- 
tance which they lend to it by tbeir virulent 
denouncement of its members.

There 
is a continual fuss over the slaves that have 
been freed here.

Onos in a 
while a man is to be found who says that 
he is glad that they are free, but give np 
their property with reluctance. They sub- 
mit gracefully, Hud as soon as it is demon- 
strated that tree labor is more profitable 
than slave, they will be rejoiced. They 
are fast coming to this condition. 

North Carolina is all right. Nigger rad- 
ical cbauges can't be effected in one day. 
The abolishing of the customs of genera- 
tions has produced a shock, from which it 
will take time to recover. 

As an instance of the increase of kindly 
feeling toward the freemen, Col. Whittle- 
sey, Superintendent of the State, has re- 
ceived applications from several different 
parties, citizens of the State, for assistance 
,u securing the labor of several hundred 
workmen for farms aud plantations in tbe 
edge and from other counties. Included in 
this movement are shrewd far-seeing busi- 
ness men, who appreciate the fact that the 
labor of freedmen can be obtained, just 
now, very cheap, and owing to the impov- 
erished condition of the State and agricul- 
tural products, are very valuable.
